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DEMOCRATS ASK 
PANAMA TAUTS 


Mandatory Resolution Is -Qi- 
rected at the President, 


| Republicans Want to Strike Out the 


Mandate—Senator Tillman Dis- 
cusses the ‘‘Recess’’ Ap- 
pointments of Crum and 
of General Wood. 


Washington, January 25.—The senate 
today heard further discussion of the 
question of the appointments to office 
made during congressional recesses, 
listened to a speech on the isth- 
mian c@nal question by Mr. Mor- 
gan and passed a number of 
bills of a @tmi-public character. As a re- 
sult of the debate on the appointment 
question a resolution asking for specific 
information concerning the nomination of 
W. 'D. Crum as collector of customagat the 
port of Charleston, S. C., was passed. A 
resolution offered by Br. Tillman asking 
for similar information concerning the 
nomination of Brigadier General Wood 
and other army officers went over until 
tomorrow. 


Mandatory Resolution. 
Mr. Culberson introduced the resolu- 
tion drawn by a committee appointed at 
a recent democratic conference for the 


purpose of getting additional information 
concerning the Panama situation. The 
resolution follows: 

Resolved, That the president be request- 
ed to inform the senate whether all the 
correspondence and notes between the de- 

rtment of state and the legation of the 

Inited States at- Bogota and between 
either of these and the government of Co- 
lombia for the construction of an isthmian 
canal, and all the cOrrespondence and 
notes between the United States and any 
of its officials or representatives or the 
government of Panama, concerning the 
separation of Panama from Colombia, 
have been sent to the senate, and if not, 
that he be requested to send the remain- 
ing correspondence and notes to the sen- 
ate in executive session”’. 

When the resolution had been read, Mr. 
Cullom conferred with the other republi- 
can members of the senate committee on 
foreign relations and it was decided not 
to oppose its passage if the democrats 
consent to an amendment providing that 
the president shall send the information, 
“if not incompatible with the public in- 
terest.’ The resolution now is maenda- 
tory and democratic senators say that 
if amended it would be as ineffectual as 
other resolutions on the same subject 
which are on the calender. 


Tillman on Crum Case. 

Mr. Tillman called up his resolution 
asking the judiciary committee to report 
what constitutes a recess of the senate. 
Mr. Hale argued that the December nomi- 
nation of Collector Crum was not a new 
appointment and the comptroller of the 
treasury would meet the question of the 
right to draw salary when the matter 
came before him. 

Mr. “Tillman read a letter from Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Shaw reciting the 
various appointments of Dr. Crum to the 
Charleston, S. C., collectorship and giv- 
ing the version that the last appointment 
“was mede precisely at 12 o'clock noon, on 
the first Monday in December, when ons 
session ended and the other began. 

Mr. Hale said that matter was not of 
special significance, that the appointment 
is not a new one and that Dr. Crum is 
still serving on his first appointment. 

Mr. Tillman sald that Dr, Crum 1s hold- 
ing office just the same, and said he: 

“rT notice, too, that Leonard Wood is 
sending out dispatches from the Philip- 
pines, signing himself Major General—and 
he is not a major general.” 

In response to requests made, Mr. Till- 
man again read Secretary Shaw's letter 
concerning Crum. The letter did not 
state whether a commission had been 
issued, but sald that Crum had given 
bond, and is now discharging the duties 


of his office. 

Mr. Aldrich made the point that this 
statement shows that the question is 
merely that as to whether Crum is prop- 
erly in office, and suggested an inquiry 
addressed to the secretary covering that 
point. 

Mr. Tillman said, however, that he 
would not accept such a resolution unless 
it also covers the military nominations. 


Tillman Wants To Know. 
Mr. Tillman later presented the follow- 
ing resolution, which was agreed to with- 


out debate: 

“That the secretary of the treasury be 
and he is hereby instructed to send to the 
senate information by way of reply to 
the following questions: 

“Il, What is the date of the first ap- 
pointment of W. D, Crum to be collector 
of customs at the port of Charleston, 
<>: 

“9 What is the date @f the second ap- 
pointment, and was any commission {is- 
sued thereunder? 

“3 What is the date of the third ap- 
pointment, and its character and limita- 
tions? 

“4 What is the date and circumstances 
of the fourth appointment? Has anv 
commission been issued? If so, under 
what authority of law? Is Crum now in 
office, and, if so, under what authority 
of law?’’ 

Mr. Morgan spoke with especial refer- 
ence to his resolution directing the presi- 
dent to enter into treatv negotiations 
with the governments of Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica for a canal on the Nicaragua 
route. Mr. Morgan contended that thé 
protocols with Nicaragua and Costa Rice 
negotiated by President McKinley were 
binding on the United States. Mr. Mor- 
gan declared that the president had wil- 
fully violated the Spooner act, requiring 
him to turn to the Nicaragua route in 
case of failure to secure desirable conces- 
sions for the Panama rotte. He said 
there could be no competent defense of 
the course of the president. and charac- 
terized the speeches made for that pur- 
pose as “drafts upon credulity and a 
strain upon common sense.”’ 

The senate adjeurned until tomorrow.

Providing for the appropriate marking 
of the graves of confederate soldiers who 
died in northern prisons during the civil 
war and appropriating $200,000 for this 
purpose. 

Authorizing the erection of a monu-

Authorizing the use of the water of the 
Coosa river, Alabama, for the generation 
of electricity. 

Authorizing the construction of a light 
ship off the outer bar of Brunswick, Ga., 
and appropriating $90,000 for the pur- 
pose.

OF MANY ENTOMBED 
BUT ONE MAN SAVED 
BY DARING. RESCUERS 


This Man Is Untonscious and Will 
Probably Die—For Hours Rescuers 
Have Tried in Vain To Find 
Victims—Wives of En- 
tombed Moaning 
at Death Trap. 


Pittsburg, January 26, 2:30 a. m.—The 
report of the rescuers an hour ago, to the 
effect that many were alive, was midely 
shattered at 2:25, when the body of Sel- 
wyn Taylor was brought to the surface. 
He had evidently been dead for several 
hours and now hopes for the other im- 
prisoned men have been abandoned. 

The rescuers are being brought 
coated with ice, drenched to the skin and 
unable to walk. They report that the 
dead are scattered one above the other as 
thick as pine needles. Water is fast 
pouring into the mine, covering the 
corpses, and with a shroud of ice and 
making the work of rescue almost im- 
possible. After-damp is collecting quan- 
tities. 

At 3 o’clock physicians have gone to the 
bottom of the shaft to examine fifty-five 
miners there to determine whether, if 
alive, they are in condition to bring them 
to the open alr. 

3:15 a. meDr. W. B. McCullough, of 
Cheswich, who has ben in the mine for 
two hours, has just come to the surface 
and told the Associated Press represen- 
tative that in his opinion not one of the 
miners who were in the shaft at the time 
of the explosion is alive. He thinks it 
will be several hours before any of the 
bodies can be brought to the surface.

Pittsburg, January 25.—From all that 
can be learned at this hour, between 180 
and 190 men are lying dead in the head- 
ings and passageways of the Hardwick 
mine of the Allegheny Coal Company, at 
Cheswick, the result of a terrific ex- 
plon today. Cage after cage has gone 
down into the mine and come up again, 
but only one miner out of all those that 
went down to work this morning has 
been brought to the surface. The rescued 
man is Adolph Gunia, and he is stf!il ina 


ary hospital at the school house on the 
hillside above the mine. 
MULE THROWN ABOVE SHAFT 
AND FELL DEAD ON GROUND 
The explosion occurred at 8:20 a. m. 
and the first warning was the sudden 
rumble underground, and then a sheet of 
flame followed up the deep shaft. Both 
mine cages were hurled through the 
tipple, 20 feet above the landing stage, 
and the three men on the tipple were 
thrown to the ground. A mule was 
thrown high above the shaft and: fell 
dead on the ground. The injured were 
brought at once to this city, where some 
of them have died since. After the ex- 
plosion the crash at the pit mouth startled 
the little village. The wives and chil- 


dren of the men rushed to the scene of 
the disaster, but to gain no encourage- 
ment. There was no way to get into 
the deep workings. The cages that let 
the men into the mines and brought them 
out again when the day’s work was 
dene were both demolished. All day long 
there was a jam of women and children 
waiting at the mouth of the pit. There 
were calls for assistance, but it was not 
until 4 o’clock this afternoon that the first 
attempt at reseue was made. This was a 


failure as the two men who volunteered 
were driven back by the foul air. 


RESCUER AND ASSISTANT 
MAY LOSE THEIR LIVES 

Shortly after 5 o'clock Selwyn M. Tay- 
lor and one of his assistants signaled 
for the engineer to lower them into the 
shaft. Taylor is still down there. Three 
times efforts have been made to reach 
him, but so far without avail. Thomas 
Wood, one of the first of the rescue party 
hauled to the surface, told his story of 
his trip through the mine. He said: 

“TI was with Taylor and we clambered 
over three or four waiis. Taylor laid 
out the mine and seemed to know the 
way. There was one man alive at the 
foot of the shaft. He was sent up and 
then we took the mule path into the 
south level. We saw two men who were 
alive and notified those back of us ana 
then went on. "We passed the third. 
fourth and “(fifth headings and _  ithen 
through an over drift into the other 
shaft. I began to fell dizzy and Sick 
and then I saw Taylor stagger and fall. 
His lantern fell. We tried to lift him, 
but could not carry him up, and [I maGe 
my way down to safety. 

The last inspection blank hanging on 
the nail in the company’s office is dated 
July 17, 1903, but it is evident that a 
later report has been torn off. Among

DEATH STRIKES 
FROM. THE REAR 


Burlington Express Is Tele- 
scoped by a Local Train, 


i eel 


Three Passengers Are Killed Outright 
and Seven Are Injured—Train 
Bearing the Dead and In- 
jured Caught in Snow 
Drift. 


St. Louis, January 25.—he Denver ex- 
press, on the main line of the Burling- 
ton road, due here at 6:35 p. m., was run 
into from the rear by a local passenger 
train while taking water at Garden Creek, 
about 40 miles north of here tonight, and 
three pessengers were killed, four se- 
riousiy and seven bandy hurt. 

The wreck occurred on a bridge over 
Garden creek. The bridge and two cars 
of the local train and the local engine 
were burned. 

At 12.30 o'clock a train was expected 
in over the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
road bearing the dead and injured and 
two ambulances were ordered to the 
union station in readiness. But appar- 
ently the train was snowbound, for at | 
o'clock it had not arrived and no defin- 
ite information of names of the dead 
and injured could be secured until the 
train came in. 

A long-distance ’phone message from St. 
Charles at midnight was to the effect 
that the rear sleeper of the Denver ex- 
press stood on the bridge when the col- 
lision occurred. 

The sleeper was badly smashed but not 
demolished. The locomotive of the local 
train was crushed and set fire to the 
bridge, and the structure and two cars 
of the local train were burned. 

The express train managed to draw the 
damaged sleeper away from the flames. 


NEDOKINS SEEK 
WHITE SCALPS 


Uprising Is Reported In the 
Indian Territory 


Full Blood Cherokees Are on the 
War Path and White Resi- 
dents Ask for Protection. 
Cherokees Ask Aid 
of Snakes, 


Musgokee, Ind. T., January 25.—Run- 
ners in from Texanna@ report an aprising 
among the full-blood Indians of the Cher- 
okees and ask the protection of the of- 
ficers for the whites who live in that 
county. The Cherokees belong to the 
Keetoowah band, which has opposed the 
government in the allotting of lands 
They haye left their homes around Poor- 
mans Gap and gone to Greenleaf moun- 
tains, where they threaten to return and 
“leave nothing alive but the birds and 
snakes.’’ 

The Snakes have been gathering at Flat 
Rock and drilling soldiers for two weeks. 
It is said that they have commenced to 
steal cattle and shoot officers in effigy. 
Some white people, it is reported, were 
held up and their property taken and the 
whole section is alarmed. 

Runners are going constantly between 
the Ketoowahs and the Snakes and they 
are trying to get their forces together. 
If this Is done, trouble and bloodshed are 
feared. It was the Snakes and the Kee- 
toowahs that led to the uprising in 1896, 


HIS WIFE'S LOVE 
WORTH $100,000 


Bailey Wants That Sum for 
Alienation ef Her Af- 
fections. 


New York, January 25.—E. Holloway 
Coe, of 668 Fifth avenue, was arrested 
today on an order signed by Justice Gil- 
dersleeve, of. the supreme court, in an 
action brought against him by Charles 
W. Bailey, vice president of the Bailey, 
Banks & Biddle Company, jewelers, of 
Philadelphia, to recover $100,000 dam- 
ages for the alienation of Mrs. Bailey’s 
affections. Bail was fixed at $25,000 and 
was furnished, 

Mr. Bailey resides in Philadelphia, but 
Mrs. Bailey has, since their marriage on 
November 8, 1900, chiefly lived with her 
mother, Mrs. Emma Coe, at the Fifth 
avenue house. Mrs. Balley was, prior 
to her marriage, the widow of Dr. Chaun- 
cey Kerr. While with a party, of which 
Mr. Bailey was a member, she lost a 
leg as the result of a, shooting accident 
in the Adirondacks. 

The defendant is a brother of Mrs. Bai- 
ley and Bailey charges lim with alienat- 
ing the affections of Mrs. Bailey by enter. 
ing into a conspiracy with other parties, 
and representing to her that he had been 
an unfaithful husband. 

The suit in which Coe was arrested is 
the third instituted by Mr. Bailey, an ac- 
tion for shander and another suit for 
alienating of Mrs. Bailey'’g affections hav- 
ing beep discontinued.

Six Others Implicated by Verdict of Coroner’s Jury. 
Verdict Returned After an Investigation of 
Three Weeks. 


MAYOR HARRISON HELD 
FOR IROQUOIS HORROR 
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Chicago, January 25.@The Iroquois 
| Jury, which for three weeks has been 
listening to evidence relative to 4he Iro- 
quols theater fire, returned a verdict by 
which the following persons are held to 
await the action of a grand jury: 

Carter H. Harrison, mayor of Chicago. 

William J. Davis, proprietor in part and 
manager of the theater. 

George Williams, building commisston- 
er of Chicago. 

Edward Laughlin, bullding inspector un- 
der Williams. 

William Sallers, fireman in the theater. 

James E,. Cummings, stage carpenter. 

William McMultin, who had chargee of 
the light that caused the fire. 

It was not generally thought that the 
jury would be able to make a report so 
promptly, and when it retired to con- 
sider the evidence Coroner Traeger an- 
nounced that he did not expect a verdict 
before tomorrow morning. There were 
over 750,000 Words of testimony, and 
each juror, according to law, would. be 
compelled to sign his name to the test!- 
mony of each witness, which meant that 
each man would be compelled to write 
his name 572 times. This work alone, the 
coroner estimated, would consume five 
hours. There was, therefore, considerable 
surprise when the jury announced shortly 
before I! o’clock that it had reached a 
verdict, and wag ready to report. 

It was at once decided by the coroner 
that all men who should be held by the 
verdict, to the grand jury, should be 
taken into custody tonight. He, there 
fore, at once prepared warrants for their 
arrest, and called upon the police de- 
partment for officers to serve them. 

“IT do not expect that these men wil 

try to escape,”’ said the coroner, “‘but 
some of them who have not large prop- 
erty interest might take it Into their 
heads to do so. [I do not Intend that 
there shall be any mistakes fn that direc- 
tion laid to my department. If I cause 
the arrest of one of them, I am compelled 
to cause the arrest of all, and there will 
be no favoritism shown, no matter who 
are the men held by the jury.” 
' As soon as the finding of the jurv was 
announced, details of officers were at 
once sent for the men named in the ver- 
dict, with orders to bring them in at 
once, and if they could not furnish ball, 
they were to be taken to the county fail 
for the night. The findings of the jury 
were as follower: 

“The cause of the fire was drapery 
coming into contact with a flogd or arc 
light; city laws were not complied with, 
relating to building ordinances, regulat- 
ing fire alarm _ boxes, fire apparatus 


damper or flues op an@ over the stage 
and fly galleries. 

"Violation of the ordinance requiring 
fire proofing of scenery and all wood- 
work on and about the stage. 

“Asbestos curtain was wholly 
quate and was entirely destroyed. 

“Building ordinances violated in tMat 
aisles were inclosed On each side of (the 
lower boxes, and absence of fire appara- 
tus on the orchestra floor. 

“Building ordinances violated in that 
there was no fire apparatus in the gallery 
or first balcony. 

“Will J. Davis was held responsible 
as president and general manager. He 
was primarily responsible for the ob- 
servance of the laws and was bound to 
see that his employees were properly in- 
structed as to their duties in case ol 
fire.’’ 

In relation to Mayor Harrison, the ver- 
dict reads as follows: 

“We hold Carter H. Harrison, as mayor 
of the city of Chicago, responsible, as he 
has shown a lamentable lack of force, 
and for his efforts to escape responsibil- 
ity, evidenced by the testimony of Bullc- 
ing Commissioner Willlams and Fire Mar- 
shal Musham. Heads of departments 
under said Carter H. Harrison following 
this weak course have given Chicago in- 
efficient service which makes such ¢a- 
lamities as the Iroquois theater horror a 
menace until the public service is purged 
of incompetents.’’ 

Building Commissioner Williams was 
held “for gross neglect of his duty in 
allowing the theater to open its doors 
to the public when the sald theater wa‘ 
incomplete and did not comply with the 
building ordinances of the city of Chi- 
cago.” 

Fire Marshal Musham was held respoa- 
sible “‘for gross neglect of duty in not 
enforcing the city ordinances and failure 
to have his subordinate, William Sallers, 
fireman at the theater, report to him of 
the lack of fire apparatus in the theater. 
Sallers was held for not reporting the 
l4dck of -fire apparatus; McMullen for 
carelessness in handling the Hght that 
caused the fire; Cummings, as stage car- 
penter, for not providing the Stage with 
proper fire protection. 

Later in the night, after the members 
of the jury had departed, it was decided 
by Coroner Traeger that it would not be 
necessary to arrest Mayor Harrison, Fire

PEACE NEGOTIATIONS 
ALMOST AT A STANDSTILL 

Paris, January 25.—Considerable tension 
fs again observable § in governmental 
quarters concerning the Russo-Japanese 
situation. This is due principally to the 
fact that efforts toward a pacific ad- 
jstment have not made the progress 
which the officials hoped and expected. Ir 
appears that one of the most difficult 
features is the mutual distrust and hat- 
red which has grown up between thea 
parties. It Is said that every stage of the 
present exchanges develops Japan's sus- 
picion of Russia's good faith and Russia's 
antipathy to Japan. 

It {s understood that Russia {s now 
seeking to secure the neutralization of the 
strait of Korea. The Russian view as 
made known here ts that Japan’s fortifi- 
cation of Masampho and Fusan consti- 
tutes a menace to the world’s commeres. 
since {tt gives Japan control over the nor- 
row strait of Korea. It is pointed out 
in support of this view that Japan al- 
ready has a strongly fortified island (Tsu- 
Shima) in the middle of the strait and 
that this Is distant 50 miles from Ma- 
sampho and Fusan, so that the fortifi- 
cation of the latter points will constitute 
another Gibraltar. The strait of Kore. 
is claimed to be a vital outlet for thea 
commerce of northwest Korea and it {ts 
therefore asserted it will be to the inter. 
est of Europe and America to secure the 
neutralization of the strait. 

The attitude of Korea in the event of 
war between Russia and Japan has been 
the subject of much comment 
among thi diplomats here, as ft 
| has been held that Korea‘s giv- 
ing ald to the Japanese might constitute 
two powers attacking Russia, thus brine. 
|ing in France under the terms of the 
Franco-Russian agreement. One of the 
ambassodars therefore asked Foretgn 
Minister Delcasse what the result would 
be if Korea joined Japan and the mif»- 
ister answered in substance that Korea 
is not considered to be that kind of a2 
sovereign, indenendent power whose ald 
of Japan against Russia would bring 
about the contingency contemplated by 
the Frango-Russian agreement. Although 
the answer was confined to Korea, !t 
ls understood that a similar view pre- 
valis there by confirming previous re- 
ports on the same subject that China's 
joining Japan would not constitute two 
powers attacking Russia. 

A dispatch from Seoul January 28 an- 
nounced that the Korean government had 
made a formal declaration of neutrality 
in the event of war between Russia and 
Japan, and last night it was announced 
from Seoul that a cablegram had been 
received from the Korean minister at St. 
Petersburg saying that Russia disapprov- 
ed of Korea’s declaration of neutrality. 


MILITARY TRAFFIC CHOKES 
RUSSIA’S GREAT RAILWAY 

Port Arthur, January 25.—The highest 
officials here repudiate the published ac- 
cuSations of Russian hostility to the 
United States because of the Manchurian 
policy and the appointment of Ameri- 
can cOnsuls under the new treaty with 
China. 

It is officially asserted that no large re- 
inforcement of the eastern forces ig ex- 
pected at present. The military author- 
ities add, however, that otherwise ar- 
rangements are making for a large Ff'ip- 
ply of ponies from the province of Chi 
Li, for the Cossacks and mounted infan- 
try.

RUSSIA’S REPLY TO JAPAN 
TO BE READY THIS WEEK 

St. Petersburg, January 25.—The ex- 
change of communications between the 
foreign officers, members of the commit- 
tee for the Far East, Viceroy Alexieff 
and Baron de Rosen, the Russian ménis- 
ter at Tokio, is still going on. There is no 
Official indication of when a conclusion 
will be reached, but a diplomat who is 
close to such negotiations, expressed the 
opinion that the Russian reply positively 
will be ready this week. 

An authoritative denial is given of the 
report that Russia ever contemplated re- 
questing the United States to explain the 
attitude attributed to the United States. 

The Korean minister has received ad- 
vices that his government will soon open 
the port of Wiju, on the Yalu river, at 
the request of.the United States, to the 
commerce of the world. 


RUSSIAN TROOPS MOVE 
TOWARD KOREAN FRONTIER 

Pekin, January 25.—The American gov- 
ernment is arranging to dispatch thé 
senior student Interpretors here to Muk- 
fen, Port Dalny and Antung, to act as 
American vice consuls. A small detach- 
ment of Russian cavalry has passed 
through Kaopangtsy on their way to 
Ichou. This region was retroceded to 
China long ago. 

Advices received here from Port Arthur 
are to the effect that a battalion of Rus- 
sian troops are moving from that point 
toward the Korean frontier. 

Japanese To Trust Americans. 

Manila, January 25.—The Japanese mer- 
chants in this city have received advices 
from the home government that in case 
of the outbreak of hostilities they had 
better transfer their business over to 
the Americans. 

China Moves for Mediation. 

Pekin, January 25.—The Chinese au- 
thorities have approached ministers here 
of several powers with proposals directed 
towards attempting mediation with Rus- 
tia and Sapan. China is exceedingly anx- 
lous that war should be avoided.

Frozen to Death Walking 
on the Streets of 
Chicago. 


St. Louis, January 25,—From before 
diwn until night snow fell without cessa- 
tion, and it is apparent ghat the fall will 
continue throughout the night. Street 
cars running schedules were abandoned, 
and every effort was made to keep the 
carg running regardless of time. 

At nightfall about six inches of snow 
covered the ground, and the termometer 
registered 3 degrees above zero. 

Chicago, January 265.—Piercing cold 
made the whole northwest suffer t®day. 
The thermometer reached 15 below 
in Chicago. The record here is 23 
below, and thére is some _ expec- 
tation that a new low point will be 
touched before the cold spell is ended. 

One man, frozen stiff, was found by 
pedestrians On an outlying part of Thirty- 
second street. He had apparently strug- 
glied along until exhausted by the cold, 
he had dropped unconscioOug and liter- 
ally was frozen to death in his tracks 
in the snow. The unidentified corpse 
was taken to a morgue. There was 
countigss instances of frogen ears and 
hands Traffic was greatly hampered. 
The bitter cold experienced today at 
15 below, is the most intense so far 
this winter in Chicago. 

Stretching to the northwest, the mer- 
cury shows a swiftly d@scending scale, 
the minimum in the United States being 
at Bismarck and Williston, in North Da- 
kota,, where the offichal figures are 38 
below. The crest of the wave, is, how- 
ever, beyond the national boundary line, 
Minnedosa, N. W T., ryeporting 38 below.

Southern Can’t Sell Branch 
to Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley, 


Jackson, Miss., January 25.—(Spectal.)—

Late tonight Manager Scheetze 
graphed to Chief Mine Inspector J. &.

The explosion occurred at 8:20 o’chock 
this morning at the bottom of one of 
the shefts and wag presumably caused by 
fire damp, It was 4 o’clock this afternoon 
before it was possible to make the first 
attempt at rescue. Robert North and 
Jack McCann, one of the engineers em- 
ployed by the Allegheny Coal Company, 
tried to get into the mine by way of 
the stairs through the alr shaft. They 
managed to grope their way some dis- 
tance, but were finally driven back by 
the foul air. 

ONE VICTIM IS DRAWN 
FROM DEPTHS OF MINE 

The main shaft into the mine, 220 feet 
deen, was made useless by the explosion 
which hurled both cages, one of which 
was within thirty feet of the bottom of 
the shaft through the tipple thirty feet 
above the surface. 

Shortly after 5 o’clock a temporary 
rigging had been put in place over the 
mouth of the shaft and a small bucket. 
capable of carrying three men fastened to 
the tacklé. The first try with the new 
rig was made by Selwyn M. Taylor, the 
mining engineer, who had been summon- 
ed from Pittsburg, and an assistant, J. 
M. Rayburn. A crowd of men and wo- 
men were gathered at the pit mouth 4s 
the two men were lowered into the black 
shaft on the work of rescue. Slowly the 
rope on the big drums of the engine be- 
gan to unroll and the two engineers dis- 
apeared. 

Still there was no sound from. the 
depths below except the occasional shout 
from the mén in the bucket to stop while 
theey tested the alr. 

Then the cage reached the bottom 
There was a silence of fully forty min- 
utes and then came the summons to haul 
up slowly. When the cage reached the 
top Rayburg was there and with him 
was Adolph Gunia still alive but gasping 
for breath and evidently seriously in- 
jured. 

‘Again the cage went down into th» 
darkness and this time it carried with it 
E. Taylor, an assistant of Selwyn Taylor 
and also Robert North and J. McCann, 
who had made the first attempt. There 
was a call for volunteeers to aid in the 
work of rescue and a call for hammers, 
nafils and bratice cloths to enable the 
rescuing’ party to brace up the workings 
so that they could grope their way back 
to where the men were at work when the 
crash came.

Addie Dickerson, Daughter of Twen- 
ty, Gave Statement from Her 
Mother — Two Sons Also 
Appeared as Witnesses 
Against Dickerson. 


Savannah, Ga., January 25.—(Special.)-- 
The coroner's jury this afternoon declaréd 
that Mrs. Elizabeth Dickerson had been 
murdered, and that she came to her death 
through a ‘beating administered by her 
husband, Ben Dickerson.

The father, acording to the daughter's 
testimony, had also threatened to poison 
her mother with strychnine. This she 
had jearned from her mother. 

Another witness against the husband 
was Lee Dickerson, a son of the accusea 
man, and but J! years old. 

The boy testified that his father had 
beaten his mother, but denied that he had 
seen him kick her. 

Willie Reed Dickerson, another son, tes- 
tifled that his father had threatened to 
beat him because he intereferd when 
his father was beating his mother.

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FILIPINOS MADE 
INTO AMERICANS 


Interesting Experiment with @ 
Lot of Boys, 


One Hundred Are Being Educated in 
the United States and Are Becom- 
ing Enthusiastic Americans. 
Deep Interest of Taft in 
the Experiment. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, January 25.—(Special.)— 
The first inquiry made by Governor Wil- 
liam H. Taft, the new secretary of war, 
upon his arrival at San Francisco the 
other day was, according to the press dis- 
patches, concerning the welfare of the 
small army of students which the Philip- 
pines civil government has sent to this 
country to be educated. ‘‘And how are 
your boys getting along?’’ he asked of Mr. 
Sutherland, the agent in charge of the 
Filipino students, when Mr.. Sutherland 
came aboard the Korea as soon as she 
had passed through the Golden Gate. 

He was assured that they were doing 
splendidly, which pleased him mightily. 
Inquiry made of Colonel Edwards, tha 
chief of the insular bureau of the war de- 
partment, has brought out some interest- 
ing facts concerning this experiment in 
inculeating American ideas into the 
flower of the Filiping youth, 

In August of last year the Philippine 
commission passed an act providing for 
the education of a number of Filipinos in 
the United States at the expense of the 
insular government. The boys were care- 
fully selected by examination, both men- 
tal and physical, from thirty-three pro- 
vinces, and English was one of the studies 
in which they were obliged to have good 
grades. 

Great Enthusiasm Over Project. 

Great enthusiasm throughout the Philip- 
pines was aroused by the sending of those 
students to America and many pleasing 
attentions were shown them iboth at their 
home towns and in Manila before embark- 
ing. A special operatic performance was 
given in their honor and on the morning 
of their departure a meeting was held at 
which addresses were made by Governo! 
Taft, Commissioners Smith and Tavara 
and prominent Filipinos, and they march- 
ed to the wharf in a body to the music 
of half a dozen brass bands and accom- 
panied by civic organizations and thou- 
sands of citizens. 

Nniety-six students embarked October 
10, 1903, on the steamship ‘‘Rohilla Maru"’ 
belonging to the Toyo Kisen Kaisha, and 
transfer was made at Hongkong to the 
steamship ‘“Korea.’’ -°?ffl -ffl? 

The boys had one day's sightseeing at 
Shangha’, one at Nagasaki, one at Kobe, 
two at Yokohama, and another at Hono- 
lulu. Both the passengers and_ ship’s 
officers spoke in praise of the conduct of 
the students. The party reached San 
Francisco November 9, and on the Itith 
left for southern Calffornia, where they 
are to remain for the winter, distributed 
among the public schools of the southern 
cowntries. 

It was thought best not to sulbject them 
to the rigors of a ngrthern winter at once, 
but next summer they will be brought to 
the middle states. They will be given a 
chance to study the wonders of the great 
exposition at St, Louis during the sum- 
mer. 

Eager to Learn. 


In a report he has just made to Colonel 


Edwards for transmission to the Philip- 
pines authorities, Mr. Sutherland wiites: 


“It is especially desired to call the at- 
tention of the educational] authorities of 
the Philippine islands to the necessity, 
in the selection of students to be sent to 
America, for exercising the greatest care. 
The standard raised by those who have 
already come to America shoul@ be up- 
held: the: exceedingly favorable {mpres- 
sion created by the members of the first 
expedition, without exception, should not 
be impaired. The Philipino student8 now 
here are cited continually by parents and 
by teachers to their young American as- 
sociates as models of gentleness, thought- 
ful politeness, studiousness, and of seri- 
ousness of purpose. 

“Right here I desire to say that no 
other class of Filipinos whont I have 
known have in any degree compared with 
the Filipino students sent to America, in 
their appreciation and gratitude for the 
benefits conferred upon them, for.the for- 
bearance and patience shown them, and 
the opportunities offered them for prog- 
ress, by the government. I have reports 
from their teachers and housekeepers at 
every place, that the danger js not that 
they will study too Mttle, but that they 
will study too much. They were uwunf- 


formly successful in the examinations 
held by their schools just prior to the 
holidays, despite their late entrance to 
the schools and the short time that they 
i been studying feir fexts in Eng- 
ish. 

“They are all working with splendid 
seriousness for the accomplishment of the 
lofty purpose for which they are in this 
country, and I only ask that as good ma- 
terial be furnished in the future; that not 
one young man or young woman in whom 
the fullest confidence may not be placed, 
and whose fitness, mental and physical, 
is not of the very highest order, be sent 
by the government for education in the 
United States. There is no scarcity of 
such material, and if it be sent, YT feel 
that there can be no question as to the 
final result.”

“high,’”” not quite so pronounced, how- 
ever, as that in the northwest. 

The differf#nce between these conditions 
and those preceding the severe cold of 
five years ago was that then the “low” 
extended all along the southern edge of 
the country, while yesterday it was more 
confined in its extent and did not reach 
even to the Mississippi river. 

“It is something like a fever which the 
doctor cannot dlagnose exactly,’’ said 
Mr. Marbury yesterday, ‘‘for just what 
that low will do is a matter of so#ne un- 
certainty. But I think it will hold its 
own, move over ‘this way, and bring rain 
or snow and falling temperatures.”

~ABOUT MANCHURIAN TRADE 


By Jos: Onl. 


Washington, January 24.—(Special.)— 
That American merchants may lose no 
opportunity in taking advantage of the 
opening of the important Manchurian 
rolls Moukden and Antung, the de- 

ent of commerce and labor has pre- 
pared from reports received from its con- 
sular and commercial] agents in Siberia 
and China some very timely and interest- 
ing information on the points which mer- 
chants should keep in mind itn establish- 
ing trade with these Far Eastern 
centers. Already the consuls to 
these ports have been selected and 
they will start for their posts as soon as 
congress has pessed the bil] providing 
for the establishment of consulates there. 
Certainly by the summer {ff not by the 
spring the American consulates at Mouk- 
den and Antung should be in good wurk- 
ing order. Indeed the consuls expect to 
arvive at their posts within the next two 
months and will at once set about to pre- 
Pare for the handling of the American 
trade which it is expected will shortly be 
Pouring into the province in large quan- 
tities. 

The Russian government, now that it js 
face to face with a serious crisis and war 
with Japan appears to be imminent, is 
naturally inclined to do even more than 
it had intended towards the developmen: 
of American trade in Manchuria, not 
alone for the commercial advantages that 
will accumulate to the inhabitants of 
that section, but because of the good po- 
litical effect it is expecteq to have in al- 
laying popular sympathy for Japan in 
this country and making easy the execu- 
tion by the Washington government 2f 
iis promise to maintain absolute neu- 
trality in the event of war. 

Regarding the opportunity for Amert- 

can merchants in Mnachurija atténtion is 
mist Cailed to the fact that the building 
of the great Siberian railway has opened 
a new world to the merchants and manu- 
facturers of the south and west and lands 
which hitherto it took three and four 
and five months to reach may now be 
entered in the short period of thirty days. 
From all sides comes information of the 
Vast natural wealth of this country which 
naturally makes the subject of vital inter- 
est to American merchants. It is noted 
that the principal business in eastern Si- 
beria #3 in the hands of the Russian and 
German wholesale houses, which have 
covered all the important places of Si- 
beria and Manchuria with retail brancnes 
carrying all classes of goods. 
, The exchange: of goods for goods in- 
stead of for mdney has not entirely been 
eradicated in some wild regions of the 
Far East and skins of tigers, bears, and 
sables are now exchanged both for com- 
modities and for money. 

The department of commerce and labor 
points out that American merchants in 
dealing with the Far East should be care- 
ful to avoid delay, which is the great 
drawback of the Russian trade. The Rus- 
sian merchants are not at all prompt in 
their delivery of orders and Americans 
have an opportunity to get aheaqg of them 
provided the orders are filled when prom- 
ised. As the rivers are froze over during 
the remainder of the year, cheap freizht 
rates along the rivers are only possible 
during the summer. As a result of the 
delays the goods are often delivered at 
a time when the rivers are icebound an 
when it is impossible to forward them bv 
the cheap river freight rates, making it 
necessary for the wares to remain useless 
in warehouses. Cities like Vladivostok 
and Chabarowsk and cities {n Manchuria 
can, when necessary, get. their goods

of the firms in the east prefer to have 
g00ds come to them by sea and river 
transportation, since jt ts cheaper and be- 
cause the rialroag in many cases is some. 
What uncertain: in addition many wares 
in shipment are broken or stolen, and all 
complaints for damages are, as a rule, 
disregarded. Great efforts are being made 
by the local authorities in the Far East 
to get better connections for their cities 
with the western traffic. As soon as these 
connections are made vast regions with 
immense natural and mineral resources 
will be opened to the western world. 

According to reports the Russian gov- 
ernment is about to put 1,000,000 of its 
European farmers in the Far Eastern se- 
tion and encouragement to be offered to 
immigrant miners and farmers. It is be- 
lieved that when this is done there will 
be no doubt of the vast extent of the 
commercial and industrial relations in 
those parts will assume. 

Siberia it is stated has been matertally 
affected bv the introduction of the pro- 
tective tariff, which is so high that busi- 
ness men have found {t impossible to im- 
port many foreign articles. The object of 
the Russian government in tmposing this 
tariff is for the purnose of vrotecting its 
own industries, although there are few 
even of the infant industries {n Siberia. 
Furthermore, it {s said the industries of 
European Russia are hardly in a posi- 
tion to supply many of the articles need- 
ed in a new country like Manchurta and 
eastern Siberia and for this reason {t is 
the merchants of that section 
must rely for a long time upon Furopean 
and American manufacturers to eatisfy 
the necessities of their customers, Ar- 
cording to reports received from Amer- 
ican consuls in that section Germanv's 
Ereatest competitor in the Par East. in- 
cluding eastern Siberia, is America.and to 
keen step with her will, it is declared. he 
a difficult task. He savs that Germany 
work to secure the success which 
in the last ten vears she has won in the 
East against the English. Port Arthur 
and Dalny, he points out, offer new fielas 
of wor!: for. the new German exporting 
trade. Both of these places were for a 
long time free trading places. but recently 
were placed under the protective tariff. 
As Port Arthur is almost exclusively a 
naval port, the situation at Dalnv. ir 
seems, will force the bulk of exports and 
imports to go through it. For this reason 
Dalny, despite its comparatively recent 
birth, has already become an important 
city and gives promise of a 
greater future as the gateway to all the 
ingoing and outgoing trade of Manchuria. 

The language it is said is one of the 
great difficulties which foreigners in east- 
ern Siberia encounter. Russians do. all in 
their power to make themselves under- 
stood when trade questions are involved 
and people in commercial and industria! 
circles do all in their power to make the 
life of foreigners as pleasant as possible.

HE ROBBED BANK 
TU HELP FRIEND 


Cashier J, Goggin, of Nashua, 
N. fh Under Arrest 


He Is Short Between $80,000 and 
$100,000 and Says That He 
Took the Money in Order 
to Assist a 
Friend. 


Nashua, N. H., January 25—John P. 
Goggin, treasurer of the Nashua Trust 
Company, was arrested today charged 
with embezzling a sum of money from 
the bank. The amount is placed at be- 
tween $80,000 and $100,000. The Nashua 
Trust Company did not open its doors 
today and the institution is in charge 
of the state bank commissioners pending 
further examination. 

Goggin was held in $10,000 bonds for 
the grand jury. He made no statement, 
but it was said his downfall was not due 
to speculation, but to his having given 
assistance from time to time to a friend. 

Goggin ig one of the most prominent 
bank officials in New Hampshire and is 
well knuwn in banking circles in Boston, 
Lowell and other Massachusetts cities. 
He came here from the west about ten 
years ago and in a short time he was 
made treasurer of the trust company. He 
is about forty years of age and has a 
family. In banking circles here the hope 
was held out today that the defalcation 
would not result in the permanent clos- 
ing of the company. 

The Nashua Trust Company has qa cap- 
ital of $150,000 and usually carries de- 
posits running in amount from $600,000 
to $650,000 in the savings department. 
The bank also had a check deposit, the 
deposits in which will swell the total 
carried by the bank to about $1,000,000. 

The last statement of the trust com- 
pany shows assets of $1,198,000; stocks 
and bonds, $387,675: loans, $400,225; 
mortgages, $287,000. The capital stock is 
$150,000. Surplus and undivided profits 
$60,000; deposits $985,000. 

The Fourth National bank of Boston is 
correspondent for the trust company, the 
New York city correspondent is the Chase 
National bank, and in Philadelphia the 
Corn Exchange bank. The institutions 
are not affected. None of the Nashua 
bank or savings institutions will be af- 
fected by the defalcation.

Did Cotton Avert a Panic? 

A prominent citizen of New Ofleans 
reports that numbers of men in Wall 
street are convinced that nothing but 
the rise in the price of cotton has 
averted a bad financial panic in this 
country, and those who are in a yposi- 
tion to feel the pulse of the money 
market are well aware. that most of 
the recent conditions pointed directig 
to the beginning of an era of hard 
times, which is another name for the 
loss of confidence. 

There can be no doubt that confi- 
dence was seriously shaken by the 
recent revelations concerning the 
steel trust. The public conceived the 
idea that it had been gulled, as it has 
been gulled before. Wall street shared 
this opinion, and some of the banks 
began to employ considerable con- 
servatism with respect to loans for 
speculation. In fine, everything was 
ripe for the results that follow loss of 
confidence, when cotton suddenly re- 
sumed its throne and became king 
again. 

Mr. Richardson, the president of the 
New Orleans Progressive Union— 
which we commend to the attention 
of Atlanta—gives it as his opinion 
that the rise in cotton values hag en- 
riched the United States by nearly 
three hundred millions of dollars, and 
he believes that this enormous sum 
may have been the means of averting 
financial disaster. In any event, 
something or other called a halt to 
the depression that was making itself 
manifest when the price of cotton be- 
gan to go up, and since then there has 
been a considerable reaction—so much 
so that everything now points to a 
continuation of the prosperity the 
country has been enjoying. 

Nothing but the sudden increase in 
the money supply could have proved 
so stimulating, and there was nowhere 
for the money to come from 
but. the increased and _ increas- 
ing value of cotton. It certain- 
ly-has been a great boon to the coun- 
try, and if it has also accomplished all 
that Wall street says it has, so much 
the better. And yet, we remember 
that the rise in the price of cotton 
came near creating a panic in some of 
the southern cotton mills, although 
they were the very interests most 
likely to profit by it. There was a 
hasty summons sent out to the man- 
agers to meet and discuss the situa-. 
tion. 

As it turned out, there was nothing 
to be done, but there were many sug- 
gestions made looking to trouble.

lower level, and it is said that a few 
of the mills shut down in view of the 


| threatening aspect.of prices. This 


was perfectly natural in the circum- 
stances, for the history of cotton dur- 
ing the past two decades constitutes 
one long record of low prices, so low, 
indeed, in some years as to cut below 
the cost of production. 

The staple has been the creature of 
speculation, the victim of false proph- 
ets. Its price was made in foreign 
lands, and was kept low by the shut- 
tlecock operations of the speculative 
exchanges, and perhaps the mill men 
were justified in the belief that prices 
would not stray far from the record. 
This season, however, by reason of 
the tremendous increase of spindles in 
the south, along with a_ short crop, 
the price of cotton has been fixed in 
this country, and not only in tHis 
country, but in the souta, for hardly a 
day has passed since the rise that 
cotton has not been higher in New 
Orleans than in New York. 

It is very doubtful if we shal] ever 
have another long era of low prices 
for cotton. The teeming populations 
of the world must be clothed, and the 
new as well as the old spindles in the 
south must be kept going. 
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The Situation in France. 

A correspondent, who says that he 
takes considerable interest in the 
course of foreign politics, declares 
that he cannot understand the situa- 
tion in France, where, although the 
population is overwhelmingly Catho- 
lic, the government has been engaged 
for some time in disestablishing the 
religious orders. Not only have some 
of the orderg been dispersed, as far as 
a political government can disperse 
them, but many of them have been ex- 
In view of 
this, the situation has puzzled a good 
many people besides our correspond- 
ent. 

To obtain a fairly clear understand- 
ing of all that has happened in 
France, it is necéssary* to. remember 
the warnings and admonitions which 
the late Pope Leo gave to French 
churchmen. On more than one occa- 
sion he warned the dignitaries that 
they owed political allegiance to the 
republic of France, and whenever the 
opportunity was given he repeated the 
admonition, “render unto Caesar the 
things that are Caesar’s, and unto God 
the things that are God’s.” The main 
difficulty seems to he that the church 
dignitaries in France seem to sympa- 
thize with monarchical institutions, 
and many of them, it is said, have 
gone so far as to intrigue in behalf of 
the monarchy. 

On the other hand, the country 
priests, as well as the great majority 
of Catholics in France, are earnest be- 
lievers in the republic. To us in this 
country, France appears to be the 
mockery of arepublic but even so, it is 
a very real republic tothe French mid- 
dle and lower Classes; at any rate, it 
is not a monarchy, and when ft is at- 
tacked from any quarter whatever, 
they are ready to defend and maintain 
it at whatever cost. If the orders 
have been favorable to a restoration 
of the monarchy, that is an explana- 
tion why the Catholics of France, who, 


out of a population of forty millions, 
numbér thirty-seven millions, are will- 
ing to see the orders expelled. 

It is apparent, however, .that the 
government, spurred on by ‘the radi- 
cals and socialists, has pushed its at- 
tacks on Catholics beyond the limit of 
endurance, and the prospects are that 
a halt will be called.. The government 
Was authorized to save the republic, 
the Catholics argued, and they helped 
it along with its work, but now they 
find that they will have to save it 
from the radicals and socialists. As 
an evidence of this, a senatorial elec- 
tion has recently been held in the de- 
partment of the north, in which the 
“progressive republican” candidate de- 
feated the “radical ministerial” can- 
didate by more than a hundred major- 
ity; whereas, at the previous election, 
the ministerial candidate had a major- 
ity of more than six hundred. 

The comment of the Journal Des 
Debats upon this election probably 
represents the present view of French- 
men: “Public opinion has taken a long 
time to become excited, doubtless 
much too long, but the government, 
by reason of its provocations, of its 
arbitrary conduct, and of its offense 
against sentiments as well as interests 
most worthy of respect, has succeeded 
in breaking up the apathy of the coun- 
try.” 

As a matter of fact, the ministry, by 
its radicalism, has laid itself open to 
the charge of anti-religious ferocity, 
and it will probably be a victim of the 
reaction that is taking place.

They Ride in Chaises.

The horse and carriage ‘graft’ 
seems to be looming up above the 
horizon. It is charged, with how 
much truth has not yet developed, 
that during the past seven years of 
republican revelry at the expense of 
the government even the assistant 
secretaries and the various bureau 
chiefs, or many of them, have suc- 
ceeded in fixing things so they may 
have carriages and horses furnished 
them at government expense. 

The disposition shown in congress 
to in#estigate this sort of thing will 
méet with hearty approval on the part 
of the tax payers of the country, the 
vast majority of whom are glad 
enough for the opportunity to ride 
upon the street cars—even those 
which at times are inadequately 
heated. 

With the cry raised in some of the 
republican organs that this is “pica- 
yune politics” the people are not like- 
ly to manifest much sympathy. It 
may be necessary for the government 
to furnish equipages for the members 
of the cabinet, though there have been 
eminent cabinet ministers during the 
history of this government who have 
not been too proud to go back and 
forth to their offices upon the street 
cars patronized by the people, and 
even upon occasion to mingle with 
the common herd upon the sidewalks 
of Washington; but why the assistants 
and the bureau chiefs should be car. 
ried about to balls and receptions at 
government expense it is a little dif- 
ficult to see.

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The British in Tibet. 

Yesterday’s dispatches bore fresh 
tidings of the British exploring expe- 
dition in Tibet, under Colonel Young: 
husband, of the British Indian service. 
From this last intelligence it is evi- 
dent that the Tibetans do not propose 
to allow the hated invaders to advance 
much further. without opposing them 
with arms, and it would probabty take 
all the available British soldiers in 
India to force their way into Lassa, 
“the forbidden city,” capital of this 
strange Chinese semi-province. This 
is the second expedition of the kind 
under Colonel Younghusband, the 


smaller force he led into Tibet six 


months ago having been compelled to 
return to India because of the menac- 
ing attitude of the natives and the 
failure of the grand lama to show him 
the courtesy of sending a representa- 
tive to meet him. The present expe- 
dition is in force, prepared to advance 
despite the grand lama’s displeasure, 
and lling to risk a few rounds of 
cartridges to teach the barbarous 
Tibetans what King Edward’s author- 
ity means. 

Those who have read of Landor’s 
thrilling adventures in trying to reach 
Lassa, a few years ago, will take a 
lively interest in the outcome of the 
British government’s attempt to es- 
tablish diplomatic and trade relations 
with the Mongol horde on the great 
Asiatic plateau beyond the Himalayas. 
It wili be remembered that Landor 
was stripped and bound to the back 
of a wild horse of the bleak steppes, 
Mazeppa fashion, and lashed into un- 
consciousness by the savages who 
could keep abreast of the frantic 
steed. He was only too glad to get 
back to Indian civilization with his 
life. 

The Tibetans want no intercourse, 
commercial or otherwise, with the out- 
side world, and up to this time the 
inaccessible nature of their country 
and the jealous. vigilance of their 
people against intrusion, have pre- 
served to them the isolation they 
covet. Within the past year the world 
has received almost its sole accurate 
information of Lassa and the strange 
so-called Buddhists who inhabit it 
through the narrative of a Japanese 
priest who, learning the Tibetan 
tongue and customs, became a reli- 
gious devotee for the purpose of dis- 
covering the secrets of “the forbidden 
city.” He readily passed himself off 
for a Tibetan Buddhist and resided in 
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Lassa and the great monasteries in 
the vicinity for several years. 

Of course, nobody believes that the 
object of the British expedition is to 
promote trade and diplomatic comity 
in the conventional way. Great Brit- 
ain is well aware that Russia is trying 
to curry favor with the grand lama, 
obviously with a view to getting in on 
the ground floor, a la Manchuria. Rus- 
sian emissaries, ostensibly Buddhists, 
have been received with some cour- 
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tesy, although with restriction, by the 
powers at Lassa, and it is believed 
that Russian influence at Pekin has 
paved the way for permanent Russian 
representation in Tibet. Naturally the 
British suspect the Russians of an 
intention to get a military foothold in 
Tibet, which, once accomplished, 
places the dreaded bear at the very 
door of India. Doubtless the present 
crisis in the Far East is seizéd upon 
as a favorable.time for a counter move 
by John Buii, and-we may look for in- 
teresting developments in Tibet. 

If Colonel Younghusband is opposed 
with arms, or should meet a Somaili- 
land reverse, it is highly probable that 
the British government will make the 
most of the pretext to establish its 
military power in Tibet for the pur- 
puse of barring the intended advance 
of Russia toward India.

Neglected “Liberty Hall.” 

Editor Constitution: Eighteen thousand 
dollars is a reasonable sum for the great 
state of Georgia to give for its building 
at the Louisiana Purchase exposition, 
and her people will give willingly, as 
they respond to every call of the kind 
made upon them—the more willingly for 
the proposed plan of reproducing ‘‘Lib- 
erty Hall.’’ Alexander H, Stephens was 
the idol of his people, and his memory 
is one of thelr most precious possessions. 
But never was the inconsistency of hero 
worship more. strikingly illustrated. 
Eighteen thousand dollars will be con- 
tributed gladly to show to the world 
our pride in our great statesman, when 
the very house Wwe would copy as a mon- 
ument to him and to our love for his 
memory is falling to decay through neg- 
lect. His very grave is unmarked but for 
the little wooden picket which surrounds 
it—the monument stands some feet away 
and it is but a question of time when 
the exact spot where the sacred dust 
lies must bg lost in uncertainty.

literary circles in that city in starting a 
subscription for a Nye memorial in the 
Shape of a stone for his grave. Just an- 
other instance of how the American peo- 
ple are coming more and more to build 
monuments of stone to heroes, to states- 
men, to artists and wuiters. And it is 
altogether unlikely that not 
another state in the union would have 
permitted the condition of things which 
now exists at “Liberty Hall.” 

It is safe to say that no other south- 
érn state which had been the home of 
the vwice president of the confederacy, 
no other state which had called him 
governor and had received through his 
loyal devotion such long Hfe of service, 
would permit his home, and the very 
room in which he died, with what re- 
mains of its furnishings, to be desecrat- 
ed in the vanda] fashion which now pre- 
vails at Liberty Hall. If the commis- 
sioners would give a true reproduction 
at the fair the house must be in a state 
of decay with sills rotting and supports 
giving way, the fence sagging and threaf- 
ening to fall down, and cows grazing on 
the lawn, It must be tenanted, too—let 
to people who are in no way responsible 
ang on whom is no claim of any sort 
for protection of the property, even of 
Mr. Stephen’s bed room which stands 
open to every careless and ruthless in- 
vader, as to the most reverent who may 
enter there. 

When at the closing up of the Stephens 
estate ‘Liberty Hall’’ was bought by the 
Memorial Association there is no doubt 
the members became such with the in- 
tehtion of remaining faithful to their 
trust, and for some time all went well. 
But for two years now the association 
has not had a meeting. Just when or 
how the existing connection between the 
Liberty Hal] property arid the Stephens 
Hjigh school came about nobody seems 
able to tell. The school was built after 
Mr, Stephens’ death on land bought from 
the Stephens’ estate and the name, 
“Stephens High School” given, apparent- 
ly, simply as a sort of honor paid Mr. 
Stephens’ memory. Nobody seems to 
know how it came about that the prin- 
cipal of the school after reserving the 
upper story of the house for the use of 
himself and teachers and renting out the 
lower part of the house for $10 a month, 
appropriates that sum to augment his 
Own salary—not for repairs or taxes, or 
for the benefit in any way of the prop- 
erty. 

The question arises, who pays the taxes 
and how long will it take for the un- 
paid taxes to eat up the property? The 
memoria] association has not had a meef- 
ing in two years; does its charter still 
hold good? If not, who owns LAberty 
Hall? And who is responsible for the 
condition of things there? 

As everybody knows, it is but a frame 
house of eleven rooms, and was not in 
the beginning an expensively bullt one. 
To put it in repair, to keep it so and to 
provide for the office of caretaker, would 
not cost the state any extravagant 
amount—$18,000 would go a long way In 
the work. 

When our governor bethought him to 
make Liberty Hall the mode] for the 
Georgia building it was qa happy con- 
ception and worthy of him; it is a plan 
in which loyal Georgians will cooperate 
promptly and gladly; the $18,000 will be 
forthcoming without fail, and Liberty 
Hall erected on the grounds of the great 
exposition, where the nations of the 
world will pause to pay tribute to pa- 
triot and patriotism. But while this noble 
work is going on, were it not a good 
time to look into things down at Craw- 
fordville? To see, if while we are erect- 
ing 2 copy of the famous Liberty Hall, 
something cannot be done to arrest the 
decay and vandalism which have over- 
taken the priginal? Cannot a legal guard- 
lan be found for the unfortunate prop- 
erty? 

It is a matter which should become the 
business of the state of Georgia. As it 
stands now this plan to erget an $18,000 
reproduction of an old house for which 
no living man will hold himself respon- 
sible appears something of a travesty. 
If the full truth were made known we 
would become the laughing stock of the 
whole world. |

He tells 
me also that the company claims to have 
made certain arrangements with the 
Argentine government whereby the ‘col- 
onists will be exempt from taxation for 
ten years, and will be allowed to ¢arry

‘ery, etc., into the country free of duty.

| Argentina for from 50 cents to $2 per

Market Was Furlously Active 
in New Orleans, 


Liverpool Came Strong and Induced 
a Lot of Fresh Buying—There 
Were More Buyers Than 
Sellers at All 
Times. 


New Orleans, January 25.—Cotton was 
furiously active today, and prices ad- 
vanced, July selling at I6 cents flat. 
Liverpool was about twice as strong .: 
the most ardent bulls expected, and 
caused an immense volume of fresh buy- 
ing. Bull leaders took on heavy loads 
and shorts covered heavily. At all times 
there were more buyers than sellers, 
Prices were from 32 to 39 points higher. 

Higher Level in New York. 

New York, January 25.—Cotton reache@ 
a still higher level today in a market 
that was active, but not particularly ex- 
cited. At the start, in response io a sen- 
sational gain in the English market and 
continued light receipts, prices were 10@ 
27 points higher. Heavy liquidation was 
attracted by the advance, but there was 
@ good demand of a general character, 
and while somewhat !frregular the market 
showed an undercurrent of firmness with 
prices fluctuating around the best of the 
morning. March sold at 15.02, May at 
15.21 and July at 15.30, these being net 
gains of about 22 points on the positions 
named. 

The advance was not checked until 
March was selling at 15.14, May at 15.3! 
and July at 15.42, a net gain of about 
32@34 points. 

At this level, however, there was a halt 
in demand, the market became less active 
and in a jerky sort of way 4eclined to 
about the low point of the morning un- 
der realizing encouraged to some extent 
by the heavier estimates for tomorrow’s 
receipts. Exports, however, were full, and 
this had a tendency to restrict offerings. 
The market later became firmer and 
with prices in the late trading at the high- 
est of the session. March sold at 15.19, 
May at 18.40 and July at 15.50. The 
close was 5 or 6 points below these fig- 
ures, but steady at a net advance of 22@ 
44 points. Sales were estimated at a 
million balés, 

Fifteen Cents in Norfolk. 

Norfolk, January 25.—For the first time 
in twenty-five years spot cotton today 
sold for 15 cents on the floor of the Nor- 
folk cotton exchange.

$77,000,000 
FOR THE ARMY 


Root Wants Troops in Porto 
Rico as ‘‘Political’’ Ne- 
cessity. 


Washington, January 25.—The house to- 
day passed the army appropriation bill, 
appropriating approximately $77,000,000. 
The bill was under consideration for three 
days anid was amended fh a number of 
particulars. 

Mr. Slayden, of Texas, made an unsuc- 
cessful effort to eliminate from the Dill 
an appropriation of $95,148 for the main- 
tenance of the two battalions constitut- 
ing the Porto Rico provisional regiment of 
infantry. He had Secretary Root’s state- 
ment before the committee read in which 
he advocated the appropriation as a po- 
litical, but not a military necessity. 

Mr. Hull said the word “political’’ was 
not used in a partisan sense. To this 
Mr. Slayden assented, but maintained 
that patriotism could be best developed 
in the Porto Ricans through civic ad- 
vantages rather than military service. 

Mr. Hay, of Virginia, said that the 
Porto Ricans enlisted in this regiment had 
done so for a term of years and to cut 
off the appropriation would be a viola- 
tion of the contract with them on the 
part of this government. 

Mr. Patterson, of Tennessee, in making 
inquiries of Mr. Hull concerning the para- 
graph providing for barracks in the Phil- 
ippines, asked: .“‘Does the gentleman think 
there will always be barracks for troops 
in the Philippine islands and that these 
expenses will on?” 

“J should think,’’ Mr. Hull replied, 
the time would never come when the Unit- 
ed States would not have troops in the 
Philippine islands any more than the time 
has never come when we have not had 
troops in the state of New York and 
the state of Illinois.” ; 

A resolution calling on the secretary 
of state for information as to the number 
of carriages maintained by the govern- 
ment for the state department was 
adopted. 

The house adjourned until tomorrow.

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FEDERAL CONVICT 
LOSES HIS LIFE 


‘Nos! Buried Alive in Are- 
Janche of Dirt 


Prisoner Was a Georgian and En- 
gaged in Excavating on the 
‘ Reservation When He Was 
Crushed to Death by 
Cave-In. 


One of the prisoners at the United 
wy States.penitentiary in South Atlanta, a 
Georgian, while working on some exca- 
Vations that are being made on the res- 
ervation yesterday morning, was caugnt 
by an avalanche of heavy dirt and 
killed. 
. The gang of men employed called to 
him to jump, but instead of obeying he 
turned around to look and this instant 
cost him his life. In the great mass 
t came tumbling.down upon.him he 
Was almost buried alive and the life was 
‘Mterally crushed out of him. Although 
his companions and the attending guard 
hurried to his rescue and soon dragged 
him” from the debris, he was uncon- 
scious and expired in a*few moments. 
The body was then taken to the prison 
and his relatives notified. 

The young man came from one of the 
cities in the central part of the state and 
Was serving a term of two years on the 
charge of conspiracy. It was reported 
that this conspiracy was connected with 
a plan to break into one of the Georgia 
postoffices. His name is withheld for 
the reason that he served his term and 
the expiration of his sentence found him 
at his post of duty. 

Warden Moyer, in speaking of the mat- 
ter, greatly deplored the accident, which 
is the first to have occurred during his 
administration. He had only words ol 
praise for the young man as a prisoner 
and said that he had always proved him- 
self a willing worker and anxious to com- 
ply with all of the rules of the institu- 
tion. 

The young man was a magnificent spec- 
fmen of physical manhood and was 
greatly liked by all of the officers. There 
may be some who think there is little 
or no room for an obituary notice in 
the death of a convict. Evidently War- 
den Moyer feels differently, for he spoke 
of the prisoner as one, while he had made 
a costly mistake, had done @l]l in his 
power to make reparation by attending 
to his duties to the last. 

A brether in law of the deceased who 
lives in Atlanta was notified and went 
immediately to the prison. The body 
was embalmed and prepared for trans- 
portation to his old home, where he will 
be buried.

Berlin, January 25.—Light has been 
thrown by The Frankfort Zeitung on 
some of the contributory causes of the 
Herros rising in German southwest Af- 
rica as the result of statements made 
to that paper by a traveler who has 
just returned from Windhoek and OkKa- 
handja.

According to this traveler, the traders 
are mostly discharged soldiers whom 
the merchants ¢quip with wagons and 
from sixteen to twenty oxen and goods 
valued at thousands of marks, The trad- 
ers sell at first entirely on credit, not re- 
quiring any cash until they make later 
trips. The improvident natives buy large- 
ly and repeatedly on the easy terms and 
the merchants favor the system by ex- 
tending and renewing the credits of the 
traders, sometimes to 15,000 marks. 
The traders finally begin collecting por- 
tions of the debts, taking cattle in pay- 
ment and at the same time selling more 
goods on credit. The natives are often 
indebted to several traders at once, 

The Frankfort - Zeitung’s informant 
adds that he found the merchants took 
an average of 70 per cent profit on the 
transactions and the traders and the lat- 
ter added 100 per cent and usually 
ma@e 20 per cent more on the cattle 
which they took in payment, The traders 
further aroused the anger of the natives 
by seizing the latter's cattle arbitrarily 
without waiting for legal procedure, It 
is true tha’ the authorities forbid this, 
but the natives usually do not complain, 
merely nursing their grievances and if 
they do complain, the police have diffi- 
culty in discovering the offending trad- 
ers. 

An official dispatch from Windhoek. 
German southwest Africa, says fhe Ger- 
mans have lost heavily fn unsuccessful 
attempts to relieve Okahandja, that five 
settlers and their entire families have 
been murdered and the MHerros are 
threatening Windhoek. A German patrol 
which has engaged the natives near Hope 
farm, lost a reserve officer, VonBoysen, 
one non-commisioned officer and six men 
killed. 

The garrison of Windhoek numbers 
230 men, part of the force being horse- 
men, with two machiné guns. 

The news from Windhoek is dated Jan- 
uary !7, but no news has been received 
from Okahandja since January 12. 

The garrison at Windhoek was brought 
up to its present strength by enrolling 
all the settlers and Boers, 

The German government has given up 
the plan to organize an expedition o1 
Germans in Cape Colony, as it is esti- 
mated that they could not be asséemblea 
and dispatched earlier than the arrivai 
of the reinforcements, which have al- 
ready embarked at Wilhelmshaven. 

The government is buying horses in 
Argentina for shipment to German South 
Africa. 


Great Mongolia’s Trial Trip. 

Camden, N. J:, January 25.—The steam- 
ship Mongolia, built for the Pacific mall 
steamship, left the yards of the New 
York Shipbuilding Company for Newport 
News on hér trial trip today. The ship 
is 316 feet long, the largest ship of her 
kind ever built in this country.

Messrs. Jones Ask _ for 
Part of Alabama 
Street.

Because of the failure of the municipal- 
ity to extend Alabama street at its west 
end by the construction of a viaduct, 
Edward H. Jones and Darwin G. Jones 
are seeking to have returned to them 
property which they allege wag _ pur- 
chased by the city government under 
condemnation proceedings in 1894. The 
petition of the Messrs. Jones was filed 
yesterday in the office of the city clerk 
through their attorneys, Ellis, Wimbish 
& Ellis. 

In 1894, it appears from the petition, 
the municipality decided to extend Ala- 
bama street, and with that object in view 
began acquiring property near the gas 
tank, the idea being to project a viaduct 
from the present west end of the street 
to a landing place on the other side of 
the railroad yards. 

The property purchased by the City 
from the Messrs. Jones fronts on Hulsey 
street, It was condemned by the city 
and the owners of the property were 
given $425 for it. This price, declares 
the petition, was nominal, and did not 
represent the true value of the land, 
which is alleged in the petition to have 
been about $4,300. The deed was trans- 
ferred to the city government on Sep- 
tember 3, 1894. 

3ecause the viaduct has not been pro- 
jected, because the street has not been 
extended, and because of the erection of 
railroad buildings which so obstruct the 
way of the viaduct as to prevent it from 
being erected, the former owners of the 
property desire that it be returned to 
them, and. they tender the municipal gov- 
ernmént $425, the sum received by them 
in 1894. 

The petition will be read ‘during the 
next session of council, and will be re- 
ferred to the.committee on claims, of 
which Councilman Terrell is chairman, 
for action,

STANLEY TO BE CROWNED 
KING OF ALL THE GYPSIES 


Son of “Sugar” Stanley 
Will Come to His Own 
This Spring. 


ING STANLEY, son of 
kK Stanley, who for the past twelve 
years has been king of the southern 
tribes: of Gypsies below the Ohio river, 
will in April be crowned king of all the 
American tribes. The coronation will 
take place in the green woods around 
Chattanooga, and will be the first that 
Gypsyland has known in more than forty- 
five years. 

The title of king of the Gypsies is an 
elective one, although as the lineal de- 
scendant of “Sugar’’ Stanley, the present 
King Stanley has for twelve years ruled 
with undisputed sway over the tribes 
that wander below the Ohio river. 

Stanley is modest when speaking of the 
approaching election-of a king. He states 
that he is by no means confident of the 
choice of his people, but the members of 
his retinue declare there is not the least 
doubt of his election. 

The exact place of the coronation has 
not yet been settled upon, but King 
Stanley, who was a visitor in Atlanta

STOCKS WERE SOLD 
ON STRONG PERIODS 


Recent Upward Movement of Market 
Was Turned Backward. 


NET LOSSES ARE SHOWN 


Reactionary Tendency Gained Force 
as Day Advanced and Closing 
Was Weak and Active, 
Many Leading Active 
Stocks Lower. 


New York, January 25.—The movement 
of prices which crept slowly upward since 
last fall until last Thursday, when they 
began to advance rapidly on a large vol- 
ume of business, turned backward today 
and showed net losses on the day’s busi- 
ness. The weakness was not any time 
acute and there was a periog of positive 
strength after the opening, but this was 
palpably availed of to sell stocks. The 
reactionary tendency gained force as the 
day advanced and spe closing was weak 
and active. Many of the leading active 
stocks lost |! to 2 points. This included 
St. Paul and the Grangers, Pacifics and 
Southwesterns and United States Steel 
preferred, These declines are by no means 
severe after so considerable an advance 
as has taken place, but the reaction was 
decisive and unmistakable. There was 
not much more news to accompany it 
than there had been on the advance, 
which had been admittedly due to the 
operation on the long séde, including mz 
nipulative tactics of a powerful bull party. 
What happened in stocks was very sim- 
ilar to what happened in wheat. In that 
market the news of severe cold in the 
winter wheat belt and renewal of war 
rumors entitled the market to an ad- 
vance. ‘The moderation of the advance 
awakened the suspicion of the traders 
that the big speculative interests were 
unloading and a slump in wheat result- 
ag. The same st@ete of doubtful senti- 
ment obtains in the stock market, The 
lack of evidence of any large share in the 
buying by the outside public helps to 
keep the apprehension of the profession- 
als awake. London made a substantial 
demonstration of its renewed fears of 
war by seiling some 50,000 shares of 
stocks in New York. A matured consid- 
eration of the Saturday bank statement 
did not help to reassure them. It is said 
that the rapid loan expansion is due in 
considerable part to the holding of new- 
ly issued eend bonds as well as to 
transfers of loans from trust companies 
to banks. The question is raised whether 
the heavy accumulation of funds in New 
York may not be an indication of slack- 
ening trade which would not be favorable 
to an advance in stocks. Precedent 
shows also that the return flow of funds 
to New York are likely to come to a 
stop by the end of January, while the 
expansion of loans is likely to continue 
into February and even into March with 
New York bank loans already in excess 
of any previous record by $15,000,000. 
Weakness in the copper market, a stock 
brokerage failure in Baltimore and sev- 
eral reports of decreased net earnings 
of railroads for December aggravated the 
downward tendency. People’s Gas rose 
on a decision by the court in favor of its 
contention against the city of Chicago's 
right to fix a 75 per cent rate’ for gas. 
The points of strength in the market were 
due to special causes and the gains were 
generally yielded before the close.
